EDUCATION

At the dawn of the Twenti- 
eth Century, we find the world 
gone mad on the subject of edu 
cation. Nations are viewing 
with each other in seeing’ which 
can be the most Iberal in their 
appropiations for free 
tion. In fact the standing 
each nation is 
largely by feeling the pulse of 
her public schools. This is es 
pecially true of the various 
American States. Many of the 
states have appropriated enor- 
mous sums to pay for public 
instruetion; nor have they stop 
ped there, but many are supply 
ing text books free of charge, 
transporting the child to and 
from school, thys relieving the 
parent of the expense and a 


. great deal of the responsibility 


in the edueation of their child 
ren. Schools are provided for 
the masses, colleges for those 
who have the ambition to enter, 
while the whole system is plac 
ed between as a sandwich, the 
child in the nusery and the col 
lege athlete. 

From this system much 
knowledge can be gained; but 
knowledge, like power is good 
only when applied in the right 
direction and controlled. Know 
ledge in the hands of the right 
man is a blessing to the world, 
but in the hands of the wrong 
man is a curse, and the greater 
his power, the more dangerous 
he becomes. 

The question facing us to- 
day is what is “The True Ob- 
ject in Educaiion.” 

If this question is properly 
answered, there will be less 
time wasted in studying the 
Theory of Evolution, The Prob 
ability of Planetary Habitation 
and much of the courses as now 
required in the leading schools 
which is simply crowding. corm 
pressed learning into the pupils 
head, while his soul ‘is allowed 
to starve, and the mind is pois- 
oned with the false idea that 
life is measured by dollars and 
cents. 

Let us wipe off the slate, so 
to speak and learn some things 
over again, Let us change our 
obtained in educating and the 
conseption of the object to be 
many evils that now afflict will 


disappear. Let us come to the 
conelusion that it is not the 


amoun of knowledge, but the 
kind of knowledge that develop 
good citizens, and the doors of 
wisdom will open and a flood 
tide of veal education will 
sweep the country. Let us de 
cide that the true object in edu 
cation is to teach the pupil to 
see, feel and hink and set our 
selves to aid the pupil to devel 
op these faculties. As one fa 
mous educator has said, “I had 
yather hear a boy say ‘Il seen’ 
when he saw something that to 
say ‘I saw’ when he had not 
seen anything.” Our children 
should be taught to see and 
feel the beauties of the world 
about them. They should be 
made to feel the inspiration 
that .nature gives those who 
worship at her shrine. 

Let us lead them along the 
gentle paths and besides the 
still waters, and near to Na- 


‘{ure’s heart, teach them to com 


mune with self and fill their 
souls with noble purposes. Let 
us open the pages of the past, 
and give them examples to in 
spire them to noble lives. Let 
us walk with them through the 
Valley of the Nile, through the 
groves of Athens; by West- 
minister Abbey to the glories of 
the New World and endeavor 
to show them the physical pow 
ers of man are limited, but the 
mental unbounded. 

We must teach our boys that 
the home is not narrow and 
monotonus; that they must see 
something outside of the fields 
or shop or office, taking note 
of politics both state and na- 
tional. 

Our girls must be taught that 
they are not to shut themselves 
by drudgery, within the kitchen 
walls, while outside lies the uni 
verse and the great mysteries 
books and newspapers will 
open the chinks of prisoned 
lives, if we do not choose only 
the purient novel or the fashion

A news dispatch from Paris 
quotes the African Phosphate 
Bureau of Morocco as saying 
that last year 570,000 tons of 
phosphate of the total produc- 
tion of 712,000 tons were ex- 
ported. The production in 1924 
vras 430,000 tons, and in 1923 
it was 250,000 tons. The re- 
port claims that due to these 
exports American phosphates 
have been practically excluded 
from the markets of Holland, 
Germany, Norway, Denmark, 
the Baltic States, and the Union 
of South Africa.

It was shipped to 
Liverpool to be re-auctioned for 
charity.
